MR, ALEXANDER: May it please the Court, I wonder if 
the Clerk could read the names of the jurors that we now have 
upon which voir dire examination will be commenced this 
morning? 

THE COURT: Yes, we will do that in just a moment, 
Mr. Alexander. 

Gentlemen, the Court has reflected overnight upon 
the progress being made in the selection of the jury in this 
case. In two days we have not yet selected a single juror 
to try the case. We have completed the voir dire examination 
upon six prospective jurors. One of whom has been excused. 

If all challenges for favor or for peremptory 


challenges, rather, are exercised it would be necessary to 


complete an additional 30 voir dire examinations. 
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At the rate that we have been progressing, this 
would require approximately three weeks to select a jury. 
Now, the Court has desired to extent to both sides the 
privilege of conducting your own voir dire examination. In 
an order entered more than two weeks ago I instructed the 
parties to submit a list of the subjects upon which they 
proposed to conduct voir dire or otherwise the parties were 
advised that the Court would take over the voir dire at any 
time and require that it be conducted through the Court. 

The government filed such a list of subjects. None 
was filed on behalf of any defendant. I have, nevertheless, 
extended to the parties the privilege of conducting their own 
voir dire. The result I think on any fair, impartial review 
of the situation is that it has been so slow, has so slowed 


the progress of the trial, with matters that are not 


appropriate to voir dire examination, but if appropriate at 
all would be appropriate in the argument of the case, that 
we stand today without a single juror selected. 

Upon the six whose voir dire has been completed, 
not 2 single one was completed within an hour. And several 
ran considerably over an hour in length. 

This Court if it is to administer justice must 
function with reasonable dispatch. Procedures which prevent 


the Court from functioning must not be allowed to continue. 


I have, therefore, concluded, gentlemen, that the 
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1! || procedures for conducting voir dire must be modified and 


2 || that the Court should take over the voir dire examination in 
3 || accordance with Rule 2 (a) of the Federal Rules of Criminal 
4 || Procedure. The examination of a single juror at a time will

subjects. 
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I have never seen the government's subjects. On 
the Saturday last Mr. Reddy appeared as though he was going 
to file that. He held off and it was never served. I have 
never received a copy of it, and I would like to have the 
opportunity to object or file objections to each of those 
subjects. 

THE COURT: All right. 

MR. BRANSTETTER: May it please the Court.

As to why they have this 
burning desire, counsel should have an opportunity to inquire 
at length. 

On yesterday I found it has been taken by the 
government, there was an average of fifteen minutes, forty 
minutes on one juror that the Court excused for cause, twenty 
minutes on another one that the Court excused for cause. 
Counsel for no defendant were participating at all. I would 
suggest most respectfully to the Court and suggest that the 
éiaet could hold defense counsels to a position that the 
government be allowed two minutes per juror and the defendants 
allowed twelve minutes and we will confine ourselves to such 
a procedure on examining jurors. 

Now, I don't think this will result in a fair 
trial and I state this honestly and frankly to the Court. 

I don't think that justice can be pushed. I think to push it 
beyond reason will result in injustice in this case, but -- 

THE COURT: (Interposing) Well, the Court agrees 
with you that that proposed procedure would not be proper 
and I would not consider doing it on that basis. 


As you gentlemen know, the general rule threughout 
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all of the federal courts of the United States is for voir 
dire to be conducted through the Court. The procedure that 
we have adopted here was adopted as an exception to the 
general rule. You are asking the Court now to do something 
that is an exception to the general practice in conducting 
the voir dire in federal courts throughout the United States. 

The Court has attempted to allow you to conduct 
the voir dire, but I think the Court needs to make no argu- 
ment whatsoever for the decision that was made here this 
morning. The record speaks for itself. We are in the third 
day of this trial. We do not have a single juror selected. 

If the parties feel that -- well, the motion will 
be overruled and we will eroded in that manner, gentlemen. 

MR. SILETS: I'd like to make one more motion, 
if the Court please. 

THE COURT: Yes, sir. 

MR. SILETS: And ask the Court to not consider 
any subject submitted by the government on the grounds that I 
have not had an ample opportunity to reflect and draw my 
objections to it. 

BERKE: I might state this is the first time 
I ever heard of the government submitting something to the 
Court, which the Court has, and counsel for the defendant 
never having had an opportunity to see. That is not fair and 


that hasn't been the practice before this Court,

submitted by the parties. The Court was provided on Monday 
with the subject matters of the government, subject matters 
that the government submitted. Quite frankly in view of the 


fact that the Court had not proposed to take over the voir 


dire, the Court has not read the exhibit as submitted by the 
government because it did not contemplate doing that in view 
of the fact that no comparable list of subjects wes submitted 
by any defendant. However, it certainly is proper and appro- 
priate that anything that is filed should be furnished to 
each counsel for the defendent. Is there any reason why 

that was not furnished to the defendants, Mr. Hooker? 

MR. NEAL: Your Honor, it appears to be an over- 
sight. is wane Honor will remember we served numerous memo- 
reanda upon the Court. We tried assiduously to comply with 
the Court's reasonable order of procedure. We filed memo- 
renda of law. We filed requested instructions. And we 
prepared but did not file Saturday the subject matter of 
voir dire. We received nothing, not one single thing, from 
any defendant. No requested instructions, no memoranda, no 
subjects on voir dire. On Monday apparently the subjects 
for voir dire were served on the Court. Apparently it is 
an oversight. Here are copies for each defendant. 

THE COURT: The Court likewise does not have a 


copy. I don't know what has happened to the copy that you 
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filed, but I do not have it. If you cen furnish the Court 
with a copy of it, too. 

MR. NEAL: Yes, we can, your Honor, and it 
appears that it was going to be unnecessary for the subject 
matter on voir dire.

Nobody is 
forced at all to carry a semblance of due process of the right 
of the defendants. I speak for the Defendant Parks. 


I don't want to keep my mouth shut. The Bar 
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Association would consider me reprehensible if I didn't talk 
up in his behalf, your Honor, you know that. 

Why is the government pushing this way? Why is it 
every hour of the day we need an additional hour just to pre- 
pare additional instructions or questions for the jury? We 
can't get that. There seems to be something moving this case 
to hurry in it that there seems to be an influence of the 
government, something they want to do here which should not 
exist in this country. This is not Russia. A man has a
